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PRELIMINARY PLANS ANNOUNCED 
FOR DISNEY MOUNTAIN RESORT 


After a one-year preliminary environmental and land use study, the 
Walt Disney Outdoor Recreation Division, located at our corporate head- 
quarters in Burbank, California, has unveiled inital plans to create a, 
year-round family destination resort at Independence Lake, California. 

However, before construction can begin, our company has to submit an 

Environmental Impact Report to county, state and federal officials for 
a <E A acceptance. Upon approval of the plan, we would move rapidly ahead 
a ela lp with the development of the resort. 
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Currently known as the Independence Lake Project, our plans call for 
a year-round resort to be built utilizing snow skiing in the winter months 
and numerous other outdoor activities in the warmer seasons. Disney 
Imagineers and designers are looking to a projected winter use of the 
resort by approximately 2,500 skiers on an average weekday and up to 
5,000 on the weekends and holidays. The number of summer visitors 
making use of such activities as boating, hiking, horseback riding, tennis, 
nature study walks, overnight camping trips and other warm weather 
recreational activities is expected to be slightly higher than the winter use. 

The resort would be on Mt. Lola, which is located overlooking Indepen-

Card Walker, in his announcement of the project, said that currently we 
have only developed broad general concepts for the resort and surround- 
ing land. He added, “from here on, our planning and engineering depart- 
ments will be working toward establishing specific designs and ultimate 
costs.” 

Card went on to explain other aspects involved in creating the re- 
sort . . . “Our own experts and those we have retained in the fields of 
ecology, recreation and socio-economics will be gathering data for the 
Environmental Impact Report which must be completed, and accepted by 
county, state and federal officials before construction can begin.” 

In addition to our own study of the regional impact of such a resort, we 
are also exchanging data with the United States Forest Service which is 
making a land use study of the Little Truckee River Drainage Basin, an 
area in which Mt. Lola and Lake Independence are located. Our En- 
viornmental Impact Report is hoped to be ready for presentation to the 
Officials by the end of 1975. 

“If our plans win acceptance, and construction proceeds normally, we 
would expect to begin operations in the winter of 1978,” Card said. 

The resort would be located on some 10,000 acres of private land 
which is owned by Southern Pacific Land Company and Sierra Pacific 
Power Company, who will be limited partners in the venture. But less than 
ten per cent of this 10,000 acres is earmarked for development. Card said 
that a considerable amount of our proposed investment would be directed 


toward preserving the environmental qualities which drew our company’s 
attention to the Independence Lake — Mt. Lola region, after the United 
States Forest Service designated it as having potential for winter recrea- 
tional development. 

And to test just how good an area Mt. Lola is for winter activities, Disney 
had survey crews led by Willy Schaeffler spend the winter there. Willy, a 
former director of the United States Ski Team and internationally- 
recognized ski facilities designer, is well qualified to evalute the potential 
of Mt. Lola’s slopes for the popular winter sport of skiing. He described the 
runs as “superb,” with long, gentie slopes for the beginners; more chal- 
lenging runs for the intermediate skiers, and tough advanced slopes for 
the expert skiers. Some of the runs drop more than 2,000 vertical feet 
within a mile and a half. However, it’s the variety of beginner and inter- 
mediate slopes which will make Mt. Lola particularly suitable for family 
participation. 

Our general concepts for the mountain resort currently call for a village 
to be located on approximately 15 acres of land at the northwest end of 
Independence Lake. The village would include lodgings, shops and re- 
staurants and would be the focal point of the resort. Transportation may 
be supplied by non-polluting electric trains. Overnight guest to the resort 
would park under the village, therefore limiting traffic in the resort. In 
addition, there would be a cog-assisted railway system connecting day-

visitor parking lots (which would be placed well outside the resort area, 
perhaps up to a mile and a half away) with the village. 

Proposed for the village is a 275-room lodge and a limited number of 
condominium units which would give the village an overnight accommo- 
dations capacity of approximately 2,500 guests. Plans also call for a 
200-site campground for warm weather use with complete camping 
facilities including washrooms and restrooms. About half of these sites 
would be “winterized” for recreational vehicle use by skiers in the winter 
months. 

Even further down the road, our Disney Imagineers are calling for a 
second cog railway to open, perhaps a year or so after the resort opens. It 
would run about two and a half miles from the village to a restaurant 
overlooking Independence Lake. It is felt that this would be an exciting 
element to the resort for both the summer and winter guests . . . a con- 
cept which no other resort in the country has. 

Besides the village . . . with its shops, restaurants and lodging accom- 
modations . . . other recreational aspects covering all four seasons may 
include up to ten ski chairlifts, a dozen tennis courts, an outdoor ice 
skating rink, an equestrain center, sleigh-ride trails, hiking trails, an en- 
viornmental study center, and of course swimming, boating and fishing on 
independence Lake. 





Independence Lake, approximately two and one-half miles long and 
one-half mile wide, will be the site of our proposed year-round resort. 
The surrounding mountains will offer guests great skiing in the winter 
along with a spectacular view of the lake. 


What will be the proposed resort’s requirements for employment? Bob 
Hicks, project manager for our Outdoor Recreation Division, said that 
initial requirements could range from 500 to 750 employees. This would 
depend on the number of overnight accommodations, size and number of 
restaurants and other considerations. Bob outlined our staffing policy as 
giving Sierra County and Nevada County (both lie inside the 10,000 acre 
site) residents a priority on the staffing positions during construction and 
operation of the year-round resort. However, he added that, “we're still a 
long way from even looking at job applications . . . we're in the early 
planning stages.” 

Jim Passilla, Vice President of Employee Relations, recently met with 
educators from the Peralta Community College District, located in and 
around our proposed resort's site. It is our company’s desire to establish 
on-the-job career training programs and work-study programs with local 
colleges and high schools in the area. Jim said that . . . “Engineering, art, 
merchandising, food and resorts are prime, compatible subjects for such 
work-study programs.” 

How will these policies effect cast members here who would like to work 
in the proposed mountain resort? Jim told us that ... “Actually, we'll 
transfer the few people we'll need from around our organization, but 
remember, the numbers required will be very minimal. Also, we need all 
the help we can get right here with World Showcase and EPCOT on the 
horizon.” 

So, as it looks now, the majority of the Lake Independence employees 
would come from the local area . . . when and if the project moves from 
the drawing board to reality. 

But it is imporant to remember that all of this is only on paper and in the 
minds of our Imagineers and designers right now. It all hinges on our 
Environmental Impact Report being accepted by the government agen- 
cies involved. However, we Currently have over 25 consultants and firms 
in the mountain resort area gathering data for the report. And if everything 
goes as planned, then EYES & EARS will keep you informed as to future 
developments in our Independence Lake Project.
